Depositors of the Jefferson Coun- 
ty Bank continue to sign the power 
of attorney assigning their interests 
to the reorganization committee in 
accordance with the agreement of 
the reorganization plan. More than 
two thirds of the Bank's deposits 
have been pledged to the agreement 
but in order to make the plan effec- 
tive practically all will have to give 
their consent, it was pointed out this 
week by Judge Huston Quin, 
author of the P lan - 

Among those pledging their inter- 
ests to the plan of reorganization 
this week are officials of Christ 
Lutheran church for the congrega 
tion. Rev. J. E. Stomberger, to- 
gether with other officials „f severs: 
Lutheran organizations, besides thi 
congregation, took unanimous action 
in favor of the plan. This act : — 
resulted in the pledging of funds 
deposits by the Louisville Lutheran 
Home, the Lutheran League, Christ 
Lutheran Sunday School and tho 
Men's Brotherhood. This block of 
deposits amounts to an aggregate of 
between $2,000 and $3,000. A 
number of individual depositors with 
amounts above the average are also 
reported in this week's contingent 
of signers.

OTHER FACTS FROM FERN CREEK

Fern Creek, Dec. 21, 1931— Our 
little town was shocked from center 
to circumference, Friday morning 
when the news was spread that one 
of our neighbors had been murdered 
sometime early Thursday night. The 
victim was Mrs. Flora Sparks who , 
had lived alone since the death of 
her husband some years ago on her 
little farm on Beulah Church Road 
just a short distance back of the 
manse. 

The tragedy was discovered or 
rather surmised by Willie Smith, a 
neighbor young man who was em- 
ployed to milk Mrs. Spark's herd of 
some twenty cows which was one 
of the chief sources of her livelihood. 
Mr. Smith was ever afraid to enter 
the home on account of her 
ferocious German Police dog which 
had taken a special aversion to him. 
However seeing Mrs. Spark's light 
still on (at about eight o'clock in the 
morning) and she not having ap- 
peared at the barn during the milk- 
ing hour as was her wont, Mr. Smith 
felt sufficiently alarmed to look into 
the window and discovered the dog 
in the bed, but was unable to see 
Mrs. Sparks anywhere. He inform- 
ed a neighbor who was passing on 
the road and he, the neighbor, Macey 
Smith, on his return from a store at 
Fern Creek whither he was bound, 
decided to stop and investigate 
finding the lifeless body of V

. When the writer was a boy down on the farm, he, was lucky 
enough to come into possession of his grandfather's long barreled 
iifle. This weapon was the old-fashioned, muzzle loading cap and 
ball affair with hair trigger that could be set so; that little more than 
a breath would discharge the gun. 

It had a stock practically as long as the barrel, ah open* rear 

'.; sight and a knife-edged front sight and was the last word in accu- 
racy. With its deeply rifled barrel, when its patched ball was per- 
mitted to just "kiss the powder", to use the words of Daj>r-slayer, it 
was a, pleasure to send the bullet hurtling on its way, knowing that 
it would go exactly where it was held.

U. S. PLANS TO STOP 
ALIEN SMUGGLING 



Mammoth Ring Uses Can- 
ada as Operations Base. 

Washington. — The United States 
government will prosecute to the limit 
the members of the mnmmoth rlntr 
which, using Canada as Its base, litis 
over a period of eight years smuggled 
not less than 1.(100 aliens a year into 

the united States at from $100 to 

$5,000 a head and later blackmaili-d 

At least eight Internationally known 
criminals were among those smuggled 
In und so far have evaded a wide- 
Spread seurcb for them. 

Under arrest are II) persons, Includ- 
ing three government clerks, a lawyer 
and one of the victims. More arrests 
will follow, It was said. 

How Ring Worked. 

The ring's method of operation Is 
explained as follows: 

"Ituuncrs" were maintained at a 
great number of small steamship 
agency offices abroad. When an alien 
appeared seeking Information regard- 
ing entry to the United Stntes, these 
runners would take him In hnnd. 

After explaining tho almost Insur- 
mountable difficulties faced by aliens 
seeking culry to Amerlcn, the ruuner 
would guarunteo to deliver the alien 
Into New York city for a specified 
sum, not Included In his steamship pas- 
sage. This sum ranged from $100 to 
$5,000, depending on how much the

Wheat farmers linve shown no great 
cllnatlon to curtail materially their 
output; perhaps a 10% decline com- 
pared with 70% reduction in steel, 
This unwillingness, or perhaps inabil- 
ity, to adjust production to current 
needs makes the problem all the hard- 

Not only are we now growing 1 
wheat per unit of land, but acr 
has been very greatly extended, 
twenty years Canada has Increased 
acreage 250%, Australia almost 
much. Anothor significant fact is the 
matorlally lessened use of wheat. A 
much more diversified diet has devel- 
oped. More vegetables and fruits are 
used than formorly. The reduction of 
1.2 bushels consumed per person per 
annum since the last generation 
titates nearly 150,000,000 bUBflels less 
wheat than was formerly required. 

Machines Increase Supply 
The factor that has exerted the most 
potont Influence in this rising world 
flood of grain has been the rapid de- 
velopment of tho machine. The old 
days of the cradle required from thirty 
to forty hours of hand labor to harvest 
au aero of grain. Then ceme the bind- 
er, which reduced the process to four 
or five hours per acre. Now the com- 
bine does the work in forty-five min- 
utes per acre. 

Where It used to cost ten centa a 
bushel merely to thresh the grain, the 
modern combine cuts ana threshes at 
a cost ranging from 3 to 5 cents a 
bushol. With this reduced cost ot pro- 
duction, the possibility of acreage ex- 
pansion Is tremendous. Lands here- 
tofore regarded as worthless except 



The Russian Effort 
Within tho past two or three years 
another disturbing element has come 
Into the picture. Soviet Russia Is at- 
tempting a comeback fraught with 
possibility that cannot yet be fully 
evaluated. Russia Is eagerly utilizing 
the very latest of scientific knowledge 
to enlarge her agricultural possibili- 
ties. With feverish anxiety she Is
